FCC Highlights 


THE PUNISHMENT OF LEONARD BOUCHER, K4MME AND GERARI 
MORIN, W1GM for causing malicious interference is now 
in force. An Order of Revocation and Suspension was 
issued January 28, 1982 by James C, McKinney, Chief, 
Private Radio Bureau. Boucher's amateur station lic- 
ense, granted May 30, 1980, was revoked and his amateur 
Operator license suspended for the remainder of it's 
term, effective January 28, 1982. He was ordered to 
forward his license to the Commission. Morin's oper- 
ator license, granted May 11, 1979, was suspended for 
one year, effective January 28, 1982. Additionally, 
Morin's operator license was modified for the remainder 
of the license term to prohibit operation between the 
frequencies 14.295 MHz and 14.330 MHz. Also involved 
in the foregoing case was Richard Eastman, N5FX, whose 
amateur station and operator licenses were proposed by 
FCC to _ revoked and suspended for willfully inter- 
fering "with the radio operation of other operators" 
(Boucher and Morin). Like the other two, Eastman re- 
quested a hearing. Unlike the other two, Eastman did 
not withdraw his request for a hearing. Eastman and 
FCC's Private Radio Bureau negotiated a consent agree- 
ment, which was approved and the order to revoke and 
suspend his licenses was dismissed by a Consent Order, 
issued January 27, 1982 by the FCC Administrative Law 
Judge. The Order was released on January 29, 1982. 
Eastman agreed "not to deliberately interfere with 
communications of other Amateur operators" and agreed 
"to operate his station in accordance with the Amateur 
practice Rule (97.78) and all other Amateur Rules."

I don*t build. Sometimes little things, but 1 don't consider 
myself an electronics builder by any means. I guess a lot ot those 
projects I read about just scare me so 1 never try. Reading Ham Ra- 
dio magazine one day, I found an article in the Au eust 1977 issue ene 

titled- "How to Design Yagi Antenna" - by WidR. 


This guy goes into some pretty deep stuff, at least for me that 
is. Lots of things about db gain regarding element snacing and mat- 
erial size. Various remarks about parasitic elements and length of 
the Yagi in wavelength or varts there-of. Even a nomograph to play 
with. IT couldn't even spell it yet alone use it. Yet, there was 
something about all of the charts and figures and ideas that caused 
me to Bie it a try. I really could use a small Yagi for my station. 
Couldn't everyone? I have a friend in the Pocono area who I have been 
un-able to work through the Bangor machine (146.640) because I also 
key <p the Pine Grove machine using my omni antenna. Here was a good 
way to do many things Get selectivity and gain my signal and maybe, 
just maybe, learn something along the way. 


Now to set my own standards. After all, the article did say. "De- 
sien" so the criteria had to lay down. Oddly enough one of the most 
important things turned out.to be what to use to build the thine. ke 
hams are cheap, are we not? Digging further a 48" 14 OD pole surfaced. 
Checking the odds and ends for material turned up two (2) 1z£" OD al- 
uminum poles. So far so good. Now for the elements. A neighbor of- 
fered some 5/8" aluminum tubing, thick walled, that I scooped up with 
no aguestions asked. All were at least 40" lone. ds Fine lisse) oye Med ba 
might get away with building this thing free of charge. i call tell 
you I came close. The only items bought were the "U"™ bolts and every- 
thine else was fabricated or scrounged.

formulae and the nomograph, “for all of the elements, was a good idea 
after all. They did not come out fo be correct.for my design factor 
but did give me a sort of run through and dispelled my fears. So with 
a sheet of paper in front of me with all the proper dimensions, accor-= 
ding to the nomograph, etc. I began to rework the entire process all 
over again using, this time, my criteria of materials. Lamm if it did’ 
not work! I checked the figures a few times (there are many) and made 
sure I was right in working them out. 

The end result was a twin boom five element each, two meter Yagi, 
that looked good, was sturdy, and built from scratch by myself. In 
case your're wondering why not a 10' single boom-multi element rather 
than the twin, I can answer by saying I have a space problem for in- 
stallation. Also, I felt there would be more gain in the twin vs a 
single with the same total amount of elements. 1 believe it has been 
proven sO. 

Elements were cut in nairs for uniformity, Each was machine 
screwed to the boom and clamps fabricated from sheet aluminum which 
were machine screwed to each element and the boom. it turned out to 
be pretty secure after all. For a while I had doubts. Plates of <" 
aluminum sheet was cut; drilled; and mounted to secure the booms to- 
gether with the "U" bolts. RG& cable with a "T" connector in the cen- 
ter made un the harness. Old IF transformer shells were cut and mounted 
on each antenna boom for connection to the driven element. My idea was 
to make the whole blasted thing as trouble free as possible as to water 
seepage, etc. kore on that later. 

The feed for each antenna was a bit of a hassie for me, You picked 
out the one you want and go from there. Easy for you-difficult for me. 
I settled upon the Delta or "Y" feed system with a coax balum of H#G45&, 
Again, no dimensions here. Two exactly matched feed cables were made 
and attached. Now for the preliminary test. 

The test set up was as follows: Kenwood 7400, Heath VHF Sw bridge 
cable, and a 10' pole. The first section was loaded and after a liga 
spreading of ee delta and a little balum trimming the SWRK read out at 
Le3Atu1b6.00 Notubad forsawursteatrye.acic homebrew. The second 
section was ae up in the manner and pinned the reflected power needle. 
Would you believe that second section was gone over more than 5 times in- 
cluding two complete changes in feed set ups? How could this be? oth 
units were made exactly the same and yet one works fine while the other 
just sits there and frustrates me. Nuts to this. No delta feed any- 
more. Opted for a gamma feed system that, proved to.be the better choice 
1. Two proceiin insulators held tne outer tube off the driven 
, and a small shorting bar from the inner tube to the element gave 
me a 1.231 after a small amount of tweeking. Both units read out exact— 
ly the same!
